The Board of Selectmen, last 
Monday night, decided to call a 
Special Town Meeting, on. Aug- 
ust 4th, in the new High School. 

The Board made this decision 
because of a number of items 
which it believes the town should 
vote on. 

New Elementary School 

The School Building Committee 
has decided on a site, but the 
price is too high. Plans, however, 
have been made, and it is now a 
question of whether or not to ex- 
ercise the right of eminent do- 
main, The Selectmén believe that 
it is up to the townspeople to 
make this decision. 

If the town votes to take this 
land by eminent domain, it will 
also be asked to vote for the new 
school, at the same-time. The new 
school proposition is going to be 
quite complicated, because of the 
recent changes in the State laws, 
and it is possible that two town 
meetings might have to be called 
to completely authorize the school. 
If this is so the first meeting 
will be one in which the Selectmen 
will be authorized, by the town, 
to go ahead and negotiate to bor- 
row the money, and the second 
meeting will be an approval, of 
the borrowing of the money.

WHITE-FOOTED MOUSE 

Liie is short for White-Footed 
Mice, They are old at the age of 
three, and they hardly ever live to 
be more than five. To survive that 
long, they must stay out of the 
clutches of their enemies, 

Some of them are lucky and 
ayoid capture. But according to the 
National Wildlife Federation, un- 
told numbers are seized and eaten 
by hawks, owls, skunks, weasels, 
minks, foxes and snakes, 

Despite this toll, White-Footed 
Mice are plentiful in nearly all 
parts of the United States. Some- 
times they live in buidings, but 
they get along just as well in fields 
and woodlands. In all kinds. of 
weather, summer and winter, they 
make the best of what they have. 

On grassy plains, White-Footed 
Mice burrow in the ground. In. for- 
ests, they may dig their shelters 
under rocks, stunfps and logs, or 
they may live in the hollows of 
trees. Because they are good at 
climbing, they sometimes go high 
above the ground to find tree holes 
or old bird nests in which to make 
their homes. 

In the spot which they choose, 
the parents carefully build a nest 
of plant materials. In it they raise 
several litters of young each year. 
There are from three to seven 
babies in a litter, 

At birth, a White-Footed Mouse 
is tiny, blind, and helpless. It is 
only an inch and a half long, and 
depends on its mother for food, 
But it grows rapidly and soon is on 
its own, In less than three weeks 
it has its eyes open and no longer 
needs milk.

By the time it is two months old, 
the White-Footed Mouse is fully 
grown. It is seven and a half inches 
long, including a tail that mea- 
sures three and a half inches, Its 
body is plump and, for a small 
creature, it has large ears and 
eyes and a long head. 

True to its name, the White- 
Footed Mouse has white feet. The 
underside of its body is white, too. 
Its head, back, and sides may be 
either fawn, brown, or gray. 

Because it is so dull in color, the 
little animal does not attract much 
attention as it scurries around 
looking for food. It feasts on many 
kinds of seeds and nuts, and. it 
also likes snails and insects. Be- 
sides the meals which it eats every 
day, it collects ‘supplies and stores 
them away. In its cheek pouches, 
it carries grain and bits of nuts to 
tHe hiding place where it saves 
food for the winter, 

Like their gray cousins, White- 
Footed Mice are usually looked up- 
on as pests. They eat valuable 
grain, and sometimes they dam- 
age houses and barns. By eating 
insects, though, they make up for 
part of the trouble which they 
‘cause.

NEW LAWS PASSEv 

Closely following fish manage- 
ment policies of the Division of 
Fisheries and Game, laws signed 
on May 31 by Governor Dever in- 
crease the legal minimum length 
of pickerel to 14 inches, remove 
the length law on white perch 
while increasing their legal daily 
limit to 20, and increase the legal 
aggregiate bag of all fishes to W. 

In other words, fellows, effective 
on August 29, you can take up to 30 
fish daily, in the aggregate of all 
kinds (excepting shiners, bluegills, 
sunfish, suckers, eels and carp, of 
which you can take all you want), 
Your pickerel must measure 14 
inches or more, and you can keep 
any size perch, 

The total daily limit was increas- 
ed from 20 to 30 to encourage the 
taking of more panfish, with which 
our waters are badly over-crowded, 
The length law on white perch was 
removed, and the daily limit of 
these gamey fighters increased to 
20, for the same reason. 

The legal length on pickerel was 
increased fro@ 12 to 14 inches as 
most female pickegel have no 
spawn before reaching ‘nearly 14 
inches! This ought to have impor- 
tant results in the number of pick- 
erel naturally propagated.

ECONOMY OR 
FALSE ECONOMY 
Washington—In trying to pare 
all surplus weight from the Defense 
Appropriations Bill, the House lop- 
ped away $130,000 earmarked for 
the National Board for the Pro- 
motion of Rifle Practice. In doing 
so it appears to have stepped over 
the lines where economy ends and 
false economy begins, the Wild- 
life Management Institute believes. 
To maintain a.single soldier dur- 
ing the 68 hour allocated to marks- 
manship under present training 
programs costs more than $200. 
The pruning operation: by the mem- 
bers of the House of Representa- 
tives restlted in a ‘cut .of 0.00026 
per cent of the-totat defense bua- 
get and eliminated a program un- 
der which excellent riflemen have 
been turned out at a cost to the 
taxpayers of $1.30 each a year. 
The National Board is a volun- 
teer program for the furtherance 
of better marksmanship. Thousands 
of citizens give unsparingly of their 
time as. instructors; and hundreds 
of target ranges have been con- 
structed and maintained by funds 
donated by civilian members of 
private rifle clubs. Undér this pro- 
gram enough civilian marksmen 
will be trained in 1952 to supply 36 
divisions with all their needed 
riflemen. 
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Most of these men and boys 
who are being given this practical 
rifle training are men who tomor- 
row, next year, or five years hence 
may be called upon to defend their 
homes and country in the armed 
services. Most of them, in this. 
eventuality, will be armed. with 
rifles in spite of advances in heavy 
ordnance and machine warfare, 

Veterans of the last war know 
how little time is devoted to marks- 
inanship’ in war time. Even infan- 
try replacements, often get no 
moré than the essentials of marks- 
manship; service troops get barely 
enough to teach them which end 
of the barrel to point at the target. 
Yet these same citizen soldiers, 
clerks, cooks, and truck drivers, 
may be called upon, as they were 
in the Battle of the Bulge and 
more recently in Korea, to supple- 
ment the line infantry, to kill or 
be killed. 

Many of the men who bravely 
met Hitler's hordes in the fog 
around Bastogne or who fought 
the early battles of Korea might 
have done more killing and less 
dying if they had had the bene- 
fits of thorough training in marks- 
manship as civilians. The Senate 
will make a final decision of wheth- 
er this important program, started 
in 1902, will die, be maintained, or 
be revitalized with adequate appro- 
priations for an extremely impor- 
tant task,

ice business in Wilmington. 

Butchering was a widespread in- 
dustry in town, several members 
of the Buck, Eames and Carter 
families being engaged in it, but 
one of the most picturesque figures 
was Horace Sheldon, son of the 
celebrated Asa G, Sheldon, He was 
a “drover”—the only one in Wil- 
mington in the early days, Every 
Tuesday he went to Brighton, and 
came back with a. herd of cattle, 
cutting out and delivering a dozen 
or more at a time to his different 
customers along the way. By night- 
fall he would reach Ruel Carter's 
place in Woburn near Boston 
Street, where he would herd in for 
the night, then finish his trip to 
Wilmington the next day, 

Aldice Eames remembers how as 
a small boy attending’ the East 
School he used to ¢limb the stone 
wall to get out of the way of the 
long horned steers coming up the 
road, and George Buck can tell 
you how Horace Sheldon’s covered 
ox team used to make daily trips 
with the manure and offal from 
William E. Gowing’s slaughter 
barn, carrying it down to Sheldon's 
farm on Woburn Street to spread 
it on the land for fertilizer, 

A quarter of beef sold in the 
wholesale trade at somewhere 
from 7 to 9% cents a pound. 
About 1870 William E. Gowing, 
finding that he could buy cheaper 
inf Chicago than in Brighton, moved 
to Lawrence and went into part- 
nership with a man named Higgins 
whose wife was related to the 
Swift family. Gowing became an 
agent for Swift's, and lived ip 
Lawrence for several years, but his 
love for Wilmington and his con- 
nection with the Blanchard family 
(his wife was a niece of Aunt 
Lizzie’s) drew ‘him back.. 

Coincidentally, my family had 
picked the Hamlen place for their 
summer yacatign in 1887 because 
it was a good’one for kids, I be- 
ing a two-legged, three-year old 
kid at the time. Today it is Pine- 
mere Farm, given over to raising 
four-legged kids. And William E, 
Gowing, who used to live next door 
to it, built the house I am living in 
now.

HEALTH FOR ALL 
Vitamins 

Thanks to a constant bombard- 
ment of advertisements, we are & 
vitamin-conscious nation. Not only 
are laboratory-produced vitamins 
brought to our. attention, but cer- 
tain food items like bread and ce- 
reals are labelled as “enriched” 
with one or more vitamins. 
‘Vitamins, produced in tablet or 
jcapsule form, are frequently pre- 
scribed to supplement a person’s 
\diet’ or.to help his body make the 
best use of its food. They should 
never be considered 4 substitute 
|for food, however, 

As our knowledge of food in- 
creased, it was discovered that 
certain elerients in food, now 
|known as “vitamins,” were ne- 
cessary to prevent illness. Where 
‘a person’s diet did not include suf- 
ficient amounts of all of these 
elements, serious deficiency dis- 
eases could result. 

On the ‘whole, a person who 
sticks to a well-balanced, well- 
chosen diet of nourishing foods 
gets all the vitamins he needs. 
But even then, sometimes vita- 
mins are lost in cooking or pre- 
paring food and vitamin supple, 
ments are necessary. When a per- 
son is in doubt, the sensible thing 
to do is to consult the doctor to 
find out if vitamin supplements 
‘are needed and what kinds may be 
required.

specific names and others identi- 
fied by letters. The first vitamins 
kmown’ were named with the let- 
ters of the alphabet in the order 
if their discevery. 

A well known New England 
poultry breeder decided to buy @ 
C02 extinguisher to have near his 
expensiv€ electric incubators full 
of eggs. He must have had a pre- 
monition! Just ten days later his 
son discovered fire burning thru 
the wall behind the electric meter, 
apparently from a short circuit. 
The poultryman did two things, and 
did them right. First, he called the 
fire department. Then with the ex- 
tinguisher he controlled the flames 
until the department arrived. Re- 
sult: a minor loss, instead of a big 
fire, a disrupted business and 
scores uf customers with no chicks. 

As far as we know, each type of 
vitamin seems to have its own 
particular use. Vitamin, A, for ex- 
ample, found in carrots, sweet po- 
totoes, citrus fruits, butter, and 
cod liver oil, is necessary for nor- 
mal growth. 

Vitamin B, made up of a num- 
ber of different elements collec- 
tively known as B complex, is in 
meats, grains, eggs, cheese, spin- 
ach, prunes, beans, and whole 
wheat flour, and necessary to 
ward off some nutritional disease.

scurvy. Absence of Vitamin D, 
found largely in milk and fish 
liver oil, can result in rickets, a 
bone-deforming disease. 

There are many more vitamins 
—some yet to be discovered and 
identified—all necessary to ade- 
quate nutrition and sound health. 
The best way of getting all ot 
them is by adhering to a diet of 
well-balanced meals, rather than 
unwisely depending on pills. 
Again, if and when additional vi- 
tamins in packaged form are 
needed, the doctor is the one to 
determine what vitamins and how 
much of each are needed by the 
individual.
